BAPTIST 
CONGRESS CLOSED. 


Spirit of Liberal tam Again Manifested 
by Several Member®. 
Chicago, Nov. 19.—The closing hours 
of the Baptist congress were as sugges­ 
tive of the invasion of liberalism as 
were the initiatory proceedings in which 
the received doctrine of immersion was 
given a setback. The congress closed 
its deliberations yesterday afternoon. 
“The Psychology of Conversion” and 
“The Power of the Cross in the Life of 
Believers” were the last topics consid­ 
ered by the congress. In his valedictory 
Dr. Kendrick insisted that although the 
congress was a representative body, the 
Baptist denomination was not responsi­ 
ble for the utterances of its appointed 
speakers and writers. “Although this 
congress fairly represents the scholar­ 
ship of the church,” he said, “I think it 
should be recognized as a fundamental 
fact that our speakers in no sense rep­ 
resent the doctrinal views of the Bap­ 
tist denomination.”

The prison labor problem w ith which j 
Wiscontin is struggling, seems to have 
been solved in New York by the law 
which werit into effect on Jan u ary I 
of this year. 
This law provides th a t 
all state institutions, departm ents and 
political divisions should purchase all 
th e ir supplies and articles of 
equip­ 
m ent from the prisons if such could be 
m anufactured there. 
Since the law 
w en t into operation, requisitions have 
been received for more than $750,000 
w orth of goods, which guarantees the 
continuous em ployment of convicts. 
As it costs but $500,000 annually to 
m aintain the prisons, they are there­ 
fore made self-Bustaining under the 
new tystem. 
This is the first system ever tried 
in New York state th a t has provtn it­ 
self supporting, and the authorities 
are correspondingly hopeful.

ING BLAZE. 


NEWS HEARD ABOUT THE CITY 


Flames Believed to Be of Incendiary 
Origin Destroy 
Janesville 
Shoe 
Company Stock and Damage Much 
of the Janesville Plating Company 
Machinery and Goods. 


Fire in the Woodruff Buckle factory 
early this morning caused a loss of 
about $5,000. 
The Janesville Shoe Company ma­ 
chinery and leather suffered to the 
en’ent of $1,000, this amount being 
covered by insurance. 
The less on the building is covered 
by the insurance of abaufc 14.000. The 
roof and floors are badly damaged but 
the walls are in good shape. 
The 
boilers in the basement were damaged 
but little. 
The building was put up 
in 1882 and cost 915,000. 
The Janesville Plating Works car­ 
ried $450 insurance and the damage to 
machinery, 
chemicals and finished 
stock was about $300. 
Fred Woodruff had household goods 
packed in an upper room. The amount 
of loss on these is email. 
Toe building is ov*?ned by H. 
8. 
Woodruff and was occupied by the 
Janesville Plating Go., 
of 
which 
George Woodruff is proprietor. 
Mr. 
Woodruff occupied the south half of 
the basement and the south end cf the 
first floor with machinery, castings 
and bicycle supplies. 
The latter he 
was plating for an eastern bicycle 
manufacturer 
to to tent to Europe 
He bad just received alarg e stock of 
98 models. 
Mr. 
Woidruff had $(>00 
or 
9700 
worth of 
machinery and 
stock. 
In the nortn end of the basement, 
where the fire is supposed to have 
started, was the machinery of the de­ 
funct Janesville Shoe company, which 
at one time occupied the upper floor 
of the building 
Toe machinery had 
all bet-n packed this week and piled 
up in one end of the basement, ready 
for shipment. 
It was owned by J. L. 
Mahoney and Isaac F. Conners, who 
expected to take it to Port Arthur. 
An insurance inspector was here 
yesterday to examine the shoe com­ 
pany stock but found it packed and 
took no action. 
Insurance men believe the fire was 
set, and think it started near a win­ 
dow, as if the glass had been broken 
and a match put into the shoe com 
piny stock. 
August Bergmann, night 
watchman at the cotton mills, saw 
the fire at 3 o’clock this morning. 
Whet he got outside of the building 
the flimes had burst out and he ran to 
the west side engine house and gave 
the alarm, and it was turned in from 
hex 18. 
When the depir'm ent arrived the 
north end of the building was envel­ 
op d in fl lines and the basement was 
on fire from the north end to about 
the middle of the building.
